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Anyone who stood in the vicinity 
of the late Carver hotel on the 
morning of April 25, 1956, and saw 
its heavy brick walls serve as an 
oven for a caldron of dried timbers 
must have been amazed by a recent 
front page Times-M irror editorial. 
It actually suggested that we remodel 
the present high school which con­ 
sists of brick and timber in about 
the same proportion and style as 
the Carver hotel. 
This editorial apparently was an 
effort to convince the reader that 
all facts support a remodeling job 
and oppose the construction of an 
entirely new school. We believe 
our regular readers know better. 
But let’s look at a few of those 
facts. 
The editorial said, “ As all sur­ 
veys and contractors agree that 
the present high school building 
is structurally sound . . . ” Now, 
wait a bit! What surveys? And what 
architects? 
Actually no report has 
been 
made public. No recommendations 
by two firms of architects called in 
by school authorities have been re­ 
leased to the people. For some 
reason in this democratic nation 
and state they have been kept very 
much under wraps for many months. 
But we predict that when they are 
made public you will not find one 
firm supporting the old building and 
the other firm favoring a new one. 
Actually, both architects provided 
comparative figures, and they were 
as much as $200,000 apart in their 
estimates. 


* * 
ADVANTAGES AND 
DISADVANTAGES 
You can place linoleum on the old 
floor, sound-proof ceiling on the old 
ceilings, alter some windows, and 
call it a school. Between the floors 
will remain a three-foot space. All 
the inner floors and walls will con­ 
tinue to be wood. What a labyrinth 
of draft tunnels? What a hot collec­ 
tion of firewood! Do you want your 
children crowded into that? 
It has been said that it might 
cost about $65,000 to build roads, 
sewers, and grades for the new 
site. And so it might. But what will 
it cost to buy property near the 
old school if you wish to add the 
facilities that make a new school 
necessary? To build the addition 
and J o provide a minimum of park­ 
ing" would require much valuable 


property that would far exceed the 
$65,000 figure. 
And when you got through you 
would have a school that still was 
mostly an old one. So old and so 
dangerous that any fire insurance 
man will tell you that your fire 
rate would be based on the old 
building and not on the new por­ 
tion. And those rates would be so 
much higher than those of an en­ 
tirely new fire-proof building that 
the premium s alone would amount 
to a substantial cost factor. 
* * 
THE LOCATION 
Much has been said about the 
present school being closer to the 
center of population. We doubt if 
it is more than three blocks nearer 
to the very center of Warren’s 
heaviest population than istheSwick 
property on East Fifth st., which 
has been highly approved by educa­ 
tors who have studied it. 
The T-M makes this stretch of 
land sound like the middle of Scandia. 
It is on the very border of Warren. 
It is comprised of about thirty acres, 
most of them reasonably level. It 
has been estimated that $12, OOO will 
do the grading job. 
The heaviest population in Warren 
borough is just east of the C onewangO 
Creek and stretches up Conewango 
ave. and along both sides of Madison. 
Over half the homes in Warren would 
be near enough to allow the children 
to walk to this site. 
Supposedly, all pupils more than 
a mile and a half from a school 
should be provided with transporta­ 
tion. You will find that most of the 
Warren young people would be within 
that mile and a half of the Swick site. 
As it is today, many in Glade, the 
upper portion of the Fifth Ward, and 
the West Side have over the mile 
and a half. Warren City Lines bus 
service is available if they want it. 
Movement to the Swick site would 
have no effect on nearby townships. 
They must bus into school anyway. 
Many of them would be closer. And 
let us not forget that the state pays 
a rich portion of that transportation 
cost. It has little to do with millage. 
The unfortunate editorial said that 
it is not logical to assume that our 
center of population will shift east­ 
ward onto a hilltop. Why not? 
The valleys are filling up. Growth 
in Warren must take to the hills and 
people are doing it every day. They 
have built into Glade township so 


deeply that many are asking to have 
their streets taken into the borough. 
And more are building behind them. 
The Beyer development at the end of 
Conewango ave. and the many homes 
west of Conewango ave. extension 
will want to be in the borough soon. 
Certainly they will be sending chil­ 
dren to our high school. 
* * 
SITE SIZE IMPORTANT 
Not only is the present high school 
building an antique and impractical, 
but its site is too small. If we are 
to wisely spend our money we must 
think of the future, and if this is to 
be a growing community we must be 
ready to expand our schools. They 
should be well constructed and they 
should be flexible. 
The present site will not allow 
for such flexibility. And in this day 
of auto travel it will accentuate a 
current Warren bottleneck if it is 
used. 
One of Warren’s biggest traffic 
problems today is at the foot of 
Market st. and related intersec­ 
tions, such as East and Pennsyl­ 
vania ave. That problem will in­ 
crease as the development of the 
Nelson and Ellberg area continues. 
There is talk of more action on the 
“ Island” , and one major building 
there is in the process of being 
sold. The traffic problem will mul­ 
tiply without help from a high school, 
In a borough the size of Warren, 
much of the social activity of the 
community will center about your 
high school building. At the same 
time there will be night school, 
shop, and other activity. Room for 
hundreds of cars will be required. 
We do not advocate the use of the 
Swick property so that picnics may 
be held or an athletic field be built. 
We do advocate its use so that 
.there will be room for expansion, 
room for parking, and room for 
any facilities which future yearh 
may reveal necessary. 
Though such facilities .as swim­ 
ming pools may not be practical 
in a school budget, a building should 
be so constructed that private citi­ 
zens may finance and add such an 
asset if they so wish. And we be­ 
lieve there will be private citizens 
who will so wish! 
The T-M editorial infers that s 
book, “ P l a n n i n g S e c o n d a r y 
Schools” , recommends that large 
cities interest themselves in ob­ 
taining land, and that small towns 


not be so concerned. That is not 
true. This book says just the oppo­ 
site. It says that where you can ob­ 
tain land, such as in the case of 
small cities, you should do so. It 
says you can not expect more land 
in large cities and such schools 
must be built accordingly. We do 
not have to build Warren’s school 
accordingly. 
* * 
WHO CHOOSES 
One idea seems to have been put 
across by other press mediums in 
this area that is not true. It has been 
said that the school authorities have 
no decisions to make. The state will 
choose our site and will tell us what 
to do. Not so! But the state must 
approve our choice if we are to 
obtain help. 
Warren and its jointure compan­ 
ions must choose the site. They must 
ask for school plans, and they must 
submit plans and site for approval. 
It is fairly well established that 
the state will not approve Memorial 
field. It will not relish the present 
site. It will very much approve the 
Swick site and probably will pay a 
major share of the cost of an 
adequate school that is so placed. 
The survey team recently in War­ 
ren did not come in here to pick a 
site. Warren has made an applica­ 
tion for help in the building of a 
new school. The survey team came 
here to study present conditions and 
to recommend or disapprove that 
application. If it approves we can 
proceed to the next step which is to 
choose a site and to ask for archi­ 
tectural plans. If these are approved 
we can ask for bids. If those are 
approved, we can proceed and will 
receive help. 
If we want to remodel the present 
school, we must submit an entirely 
new application. This could explain 
why some now are so actively push­ 
ing that side of the argument. 


* * 
MONEY 
We certainly must face (as the 
T-M stated) “ financial fact that 
funds misspent at this time could 
cause a drastic future curtailment 
of sums allocated to our educa­ 
tional program.” That is exactly 
.why this paper favors a new high 
school. 
Remodeling the old one would be 
money poorly spent. We see no 
financial justification in nailing new 
ceilings and floors over old ones, 


changing lights and windows, and 
using an aged fire-trap. Such a 
step 
will mean 
that we will be 
facing the same problem a few 
years from now that we face today. 
The 
need of a 
new school! The 
money will have been wasted! 
This area is not bankrupt! If 
ever we had prosperous times they 
are 
now, according 
to many of 
those who buck a new school. If 
that is so, now is the time to take 
on new projects. 
We soon will pay off our Jeffer­ 
son school indebtedness in Warren. 
By the time we start paying for a 
new school the Jefferson payments 
will be out of our budget. If the 
high school is financed in the right 
way, it may cost us no more than 
we now are budgeting every year 
for Jefferson. Certainly not much 
more, and maybe less. 
This we have discussed thorough­ 
ly in previous issues. Our regular 
readers are well aware of the pos­ 
sibilities. 
♦ * 


TIME FOR THE TRUTH 
It certainly is a poor time for 
the distortion of facts. The infer­ 
ence that all architects approve 
the present building suggests either 
a lack of contact with qualified 
authorities on the subject or a 
deliberate effort to mislead. 
One architect who is highly re­ 
spected in Warren has said that 
if he were a member of the War­ 
ren board he would consider noth­ 
ing about tile old building worth 
saving except the walls. 
Another has offered his advice 
and the advice of his firm to any 
who are opposed to the old build­ 
ing. He believes it is an engin­ 
eering tragedy even to consider 
it. 
Another successful firm weighs 
the advantages and disadvantages, 
with a preponderance of favor for 
an entirely new building and site 
resulting. 
An architect of some national 
reputation believes there is much 
long-range saving to be assured 
by building new and modern schools 
or hospitals with an eye to the 
future. In view of Warren’s recent 
flood problems at the Warren Gen­ 
eral we easily see his point. 
With 
lives, 
convenience, 
and 
money in the balance, we fail to 
see how the people of Warren can 
give this old relic a serious thought.

WATERFOWL SEASONS SET 
(The Pennsylvania Game Com­ 
mission releases the following which 
will be useful if you like a nice duck, 
or related brothers of the wing.) 


The U. S. Fish and Wildlife Ser­ 
vice has officially announced Penn­ 
sylvania’s coming waterfowl hunting 
seasons, within the state and on bor­ 
dering waters. The federal authori­ 
ties approved season dates recom­ 
mended by the Game Commission. 
This fall the duck, goose, coot and 
brant season will run for 70 days 
straight, as last year. 
The dates: 
October IO to December 18, in­ 
clusive. 
Following are the seasons and 
limits for wild waterfowl as 
declared by the federal agency and 
adopted by the Commission. 
DUCKS. 
Bag limit: 
daily, 4; 
in possession, 8, after the first 
day. 
The daily bag limit may 
include one wood duck. 
Two wood 
ducks may be in possession after 
tbe first day, and one hooded m er­ 
ganser, daily or in possession, as 
part of the total bag. 
American 
and red-breasted m ergansers also 
are to be included in the bag limits 
for other ducks this year.

season will be from October IO to 
November 8 inclusive, which is 15 
days longer than in 1955.

There is no season this year 
on snow geese and swans. 
Pennsylvania shooting hours for 
all waterfowl in 1956 are one-half 
lour before sunrise to sunset, with 
one exception. No hunting is allow­ 


ed in the state until 9 a. rn. on 
October 27, the first day all native 
small game may be hunted in the 
1956 season. 
Waterfowl shooting 
may start at one-half hour before 
sunrise on the opening day of the 
waterfowl season, October IO, this 
year. Woodcock and jacksnipe hours 
are the same as those for ducks and 
geese. No game hunting, migratory 
or otherwise, is allowed in Pennsyl­ 
vania on Sunday. 
Waterfowl hunters in this state 
are required to own both a Penn­ 
sylvania hunting license and a mi­ 
gratory bird hunting stamp to hunt 
ducks, geese, coots and brant. The 
$2 federal stamp is obtainable at all 
post offices. 
It is not required in 
the hunting of sora, rails, gallinules, 
woodcock, Wilson’s or jacksnipe, or 
doves. 
Federal regulations prohibit the 
use of any shotgun capable of hold­ 
ing more than 3 shells, including 
semi-automatic and hand operated 
repeating shotguns. 
The shotgun 


plug must be incapable of removal 
without disassembling the gun. Shot­ 
guns used in taking any migratory 
fowl may not be larger than IO 
gauge. 
Rifles may not be used in 
taking migratory game birds, but 
such birds may be taken through the 
use of bow and arrow.

If the Pennsylvania Fish Com­ 
mission has its way the cost of 
fishing in this state no longer will 
be the poor man’s sport. 
It will 
ask for legislation to raise the 
fishing license fee to $5, just twice 
what it now costs.

President Has Rough 
Road Ahead 


By Marquis Childs 


SAN FRANCISCO. 
— With his 
nomination for a second term , P res­ 
ident Eisenhower enters a new phase 
of his extraordinary career. 
Oc­ 
cupying a position as hero-states- 
man that few of his countrymen have 
enjoyed, at the peak of his popu­ 
larity and prestige, he now has put 
his reputation in the balance of a 
second election and, beyond that, if 
he is the winner, on the hazards of 
another four years in the most dif­ 
ficult office in the world. 
He has for long been fortune’s 
favored child. 
Eisenhower luck 
has seen him through mishaps and 
misadventures 
that 
would 
have 
blighted less fortunate men. 
It 
seems — this luck — to be a part 
of his temperament; an element 
in the buoyant, confident, persuasive 
nature of the Army officer who 
has moved in a few crowded years 
from obscurity to become one of 
the half-dozen leaders of a world 
in crisis. 
The President has set himself 
the mission, as he put it in his 
acceptance speech, of bridging the 
great chasm separating the Com­ 
munist andnon-Communist spheres. 
This will be his appeal in the 
campaign to come and a powerful 
appeal it is. 
It is also why in the 
farthest corners of the earth the 
Eisenhower name invokes the hope 
that the catastrophe of nuclear war 
can be avoided and the new forces 
unleashed by science can be used 
to create unparalleled well-being 
everywhere. 
But building the bridge — only 
a preliminary survey of the plans 
was achieved in the first Eisen-

hower term — calls for states­ 
manship, courage, initiative, m a­ 
turity of view of an unprecedented 
order. 
It means breaking through 
the easy slogans, the rhetoric, going 
against the popular American il­ 
lusion that we can have everything 
our own way while Soviet com­ 
munism conveniently crumbles into 
impotence from its own inner weak­ 
nesses. 
Last September in Denver on the 
third day after the President’s heart 
attack, when it was apparent he 
would recover, one of his closest 
friends remarked that this seemed 
to be another, and perhaps the 
greatest, piece of Eisenhower luck. 
The President’s inclination had al­ 
ways been to serve one term and 
he now had a valid reason to say 
no to the mounting pressures to run 
again. 
He could leave the White 
House at the top of his stride and 
no one could blame him for dis­ 
asters to come. 
This was an hon­ 
orable reason for comfortable re­ 
tirement at Gettysburg and on the 
golf course at Augusta. 
The pressures were, however, 
too great. 
If it had been his deep­ 
est desire, which it was not, the 
President would have found it hard 
to say no. 
Even a second serious 
illness in June, with a m ajor op­ 
eration, left him still the inevitable 
choice of a party with no one else 
who could hope to win the independ­ 
ent vote. 
Against the background of the 
Republican 
cheering 
squads and 
the interlude of relaxed golfing the 
President enjoyed at the beautiful 
Cypress Point Club, the risk he is 
taking in this new phase of his 
career may not seem great. 
But 
both from the viewpoint of health 
and politics it is for a man at the 
zenith a considerable risk. 
In his two public appearances in 
San Francisco, at his press con­ 
ference and in h is acceptance 
speech, Eisenhower looked like a 
well and vigorous man. 
The fact 
rem ains, however, that on October 
14 he will be 66 years old, and if 
he is inaugurated in January he 
will be the oldest President ever 
to take the oath of office with the 
exception of William Henry H ar­ 
rison, who died three months after 
the inauguration. 
From the health standpoint the 
worst that could happen is for the 
President in a second term to suffer 
a crippling but not a fatal illness. 
The American Constitution fails 
to specify where authority rests 


when a President is incapacitated, 
and Congress has neglected to fill 
in this gap with an adequate law. 
During the long weeks of the P res­ 
ident’s convalescence from his heart 
attack authority was exercised, in 
effect, by Presidential Assistant 
Sherman Adams and a half-dozen 
of the top managers in the Eisen­ 
hower administration. 


As the campaign grows more in­ 
tense, the President will come under 
an evermore compelling demand to 
speak here, there and everywhere. 
The eyes of the nation will be on 
him to see how he stands the strain. 
If because of an intestinal upset 
or a severe cold he were to miss 
a major television speech, the con­ 
sequences in voter confidence would 
be great. 
For a man of 66 with 
two major illnesses in one year 
this is not an enviable position. 


The political hazards are less 
evident but nevertheless real. 


The Republicans have lost stead­ 
ily in virtually every election at 
every political level since 1952. 
In state, county and city govern­ 
ment the Democrats gained strength 
in 
almost every section of the 
country. 
Even in rock-ribbed Re­ 
publican Maine a Democratic gov­ 
ernor, Edmund Muskie, was elected 
in 1954 and there seems a good 
chance he will be re-elected in 
the election next month, with the 
Democrats also likely to capture 
one of Maine’s congressional seats. 


In ’54 Eisenhower went further 
than any President had ever gone 
in campaigning in a m id-term elec­ 
tion to persuade the voters to re ­ 
turn Congressional m ajorities of 
his own party. 
Beginning in early 
September, he intervened in at least 
20 states. 
In many instances he 
appealed directly in behalf of Re­ 
publican candidates. 


Yet the small Republican m ajori­ 
ties in both houses were lost, and 
the Democrats captured both Senate 


and House. 
It was the first time a 
President in his first term in office 
had suffered such a defeat. 


This was a fairly clear dem­ 
onstration that the magic of the 
Eisenhower name cannot be trans­ 
posed wholesale to GOP candidates. 
The confidence of the Republican 
party rests almost entirely on that 
magic. If the opinion polls are today 
even approximately right, then it is 
great enough to mean not only a 
second term but also possibly to 
sweep in a Republican Congress on 
the long broad coattails of thehero- 
President. What the more realistic 
Republicans realize, however, is 
that between the convention and 
November 6 is a long, long time 
in which anything can happen. Count­ 
ing victories assured in September 
is a mistake Republicans have made 
before.

the Warren Borough District school 
board met August 22.

board 
received $65,330 
toward repayment of costs of the 
new Jefferson school and the Beaty 
addition. 
The state also paid $5, 
116 for its share of the costs for 
school nurses, $545 for transpor­ 
tation and $72 for the school milk. 
program. 
In other action the school lead­ 
ers selected the Warren Bank and 
Trust Company to set up a trust 
fund for monies restricted in use. 
This includes the Dr. Elizabeth 
Beaty fund. 
Expenditures approved were $409, 
athletic 
supplies; $290, electric 
piano; $58, dental supplies; $528, 
instructional supplies; $991, hard­ 
ware; $98, piano tuning.

MAGAZINE MERGER 
VIOLATES LAW 
The Federal Trade Commission 
has ruled that the June 1955 ac­ 
quisition by Farm Journal, Inc., 
of the C urtis publication, Country 
Gentlem en-Better F a r m i n g vio­ 
lates the anti-m erger law. 
The Commission ordered Farm 
Journal to divest itself of the names 
"B etter Farm ing" and "Country 
G entlem an," of the domestic sub­ 
scription list of the acquired m ag­ 
azine, and of the list of Country 
Gentleman advertisers. 
The Commission set January I, 
1957, as the date by which Farm 
Journal must file a report of com­ 
pliance with the order. 
In the initial decision, which was 
adopted by the Commission, H ear­ 
ing Exam iner Frank Hier scored 
the "inadequacy and ineffective­ 
n ess" of the anti-m erger law, Sec. 
7 of the Clayton Act, and declared 
that the order "at most may only 
disturb, 
but will not diffuse the 
coalescence which has taken place." 
* • • 


UNLAWFUL ALLOWANCES 
The Federal Trade Commission 
today charged nine m ajor grocery 
ptuuucers with having given unlaw­ 
ful promotional allowances to fav­ 
ored custom ers indirectly through 
the m ajor radio and TV networks. 
The Commission, in sim ilar com­ 
plaints, charged the producers with 
paying the National Broadcasting 
Co., Columbia Broadcasting System, 
and Am erican B roadcasting-Para­ 
mount Theaters, Inc. (ABC), for 
radio or television time given by 
the networks to favored grocery 
chains without charge. 
Sec. 2 (d) of theRobinson-Patman 
Act (an amendment to the Clayton 
Act) requires that, if promotional 
allowances are given, they be made 
available to all custom ers "on pro­ 
portionally equal term s." 
According to the complaints, the 
promotional plan operates in this 
way: 
The networks, serving as in ter­ 
m ediaries, enter into agreem ents 
with grocery chains whereby, for

free radio or TV time, the chains 
agree to give in-store promotions 
to named products in their stores 
located in the area reached by the 
network station used; with this ad 
ditional promotion as extra induce­ 
ment, the networks then solicit the 
named m anufacturers to buy TV or 
radio time at regular rates. 
Included in the payments made by 
the m anufacturers to the networks, 
the complaints allege, is compensa­ 
tion for the in-sto re promotional 
services furnished by the participa­ 
ting grocery chains. In violation of 
the law, the complaints charge, the 
participating m anufacturers do not 
make this compensation available 
to com petitors of the favored chains. 
According to the complaints, CBS 
and NBO introduced radio m erchan­ 
dising plans in 1951 in the New York 
City area. The CBS plan is called 
"Super M arketing," and the chains 
receive free advertising time val­ 
ued at from $100 to approximately 
$4,700 per week. The NBC plan is 
called "Chain Lightning," and free 
time for the chains is valued at 
from $100 to approximately $6,600 
per week. 
ABC introduced a "M ass M er­ 
chandising" plan for TV in 1952 
and a "Radiodizing" plan in 1955. 
The value of the free time for 
chains ranged from $750 per week 
to approxim ately $9,500. 
Examples of the amounts paid to 
the networks by the nine manufac­ 
tu rers under these plans are as 
follows:

Close Election 
Expected

SAN FRANCISCO. — Both the 
national conventions were a success 
from the point of view of the poli­ 
ticians who ran them. 
The party 
managers got the tickets in each 
case they thought were their strong­ 
est. 
The platform struggles were 
milk runs compared to many for­ 
mer years. 
There are no left-over feuds to 
bother the candidates. 
Long be­ 
fore the final gavels, it was clear 
that Harry S. Truman had mistaken 
prestige and popularity for power 
and that Harold Stassen spoke for 
latent 
anti-Nixon 
fears 
among 
Eisenhower supporters far from 
strong enough to cope with the tightly 
held Republican state organizations. 
Democrats 
gave 
the public a 
sporting convention with a photo­ 
finish end. Republicans had to spin 
out a coronation over four days which 
were for the most part dull. 
The 
TV columnists are warning them 
that they bored their national audi­ 
ence, which is something for them 
to consider in connection with their 
plans to let President Eisenhower 
campaign only on TV. 
Confident on arrival, Republicans 
left here in a golden glow of op­ 
timism. 
For nearly a year they 
had seen little of the President; 
his apparently ruddy health and 
the vigor with which he spoke and 
behaved completely reassured them. 
At all times he was completely 
successfuL 
Already Republican newspapers 
are starting to beat warning drums 
against complacency, and that was 
Chairman Hall’s post - convention 
theme. 
In these quarters the vitality and 
verve of the Democrats at Chicago 
made a deep impression. 
So did 
the wealth of new talent they dis­ 
played at every turn. 
This talent 
was not just present; it was seen 
in action, handling caucuses, mak­ 
ing statements, and visiting dele­ 
gations. 
In short, such men as Senators 
Gore, Humphrey, Kennedy andMon- 
roney; Mayor Wagner and Gover­ 
nors Leader, Mayner, Ribicoff and 
Williams were shown politicking in 
the most blithe and sure-footed 
manner. 
They helped materially 
to reduce Truman to the rank he 
hates — elder statesman. 
More 
important, they inspired in their 
own party the belief, that come what 
may next November, the Democrats 
are going to be in business in a big 
way for a long, long time. 
Vermont Royster of The Wa I 
Street Journal put it that Demo­ 
crats ran a convention; Republicans 
played follow-the-leader. 
That the President himself — 
whose pVitical intuitions are first 
rate — perceived the contrast was 
shown by the emphasis on the future 
he put in his acceptance speech. 
For the fact is that almost nothing 
was heard here about the Republi­ 
can party as such; instead delegates 
talked about Ike, Nixon, Harold Stas­ 
sen and Democrats. 
Republican leaders privately con­ 
cede that their party rebuilding has 
a long way to go. 
They genuinely 
expect an Eisenhower victory which 
will give them four more years to 
catch up to the opposition. 
They 
don’t even want to discuss what 
might happen if there is another 
1948 upset. 
The public is said at this point 
to be apathetic toward the cam­ 
paign. 
It will not be for want of 
trying if these two parties don’t 
force themselves on voter atten­ 
tion between now and November. 
For the professionals, whatever 
they say in public, foresee a much 
closer struggle than now appears. 
There are troublesome regional is­ 
sues __ lower farm income, power 
soft spots in the economy. 
These and the President’s healtn 
will determine the outcome, they 
say, rather than the great issues 
which find Eisenhower and Steven­ 
son closer together than either would 
admit.
